Sir, 

On September 11, 2012 Lt. Marc Churchill and Myself met with Christopher Palmer about a 
complaint. Christopher stated he went to his friend Kelly Cumbo home yesterday and saw an 
individual known as Deputy Jim Hayes. He said he was visiting Karlee Cumbo who recently was 
just released from the county jail and is the sister of his friend. He said he heard Deputy Hayes 
make a statement about him keeping his mouth shut or he’s got something coming. Christopher is 
fearful of his safety because Deputy Hughes is a law enforcement officer. 

Chrisfonhcr Palmer 

Christopher said while at the Cumbo residence he met James Hughes at the home whom didn’t 
seem to like the fact that he was there. Christopher said he was with Kelly Cumbo his friend 
bringing in groceries. Christopher said that Deputy James and Karlee left the house and returned 
later that night and he found both of them engaged in having sex on the couch in the house. 
Christopher said he poked in his head in the room and didn’t think they saw him but he didn’t 
think it was right some of the things Deputy Hughes was trying to do. Supposedly later this 
evening Deputy Hughes made a statement that “That if that if he says anything he‘s got something 
coming” meaning if Christopher says anything about his relationship with Karlee 

Christopher said Deputy James Hughes and Karlee began seeing each other in July when she was 
incarcerated at the Fairfield County Jail. Apparently Karlee was treated for a spider bite and had to 
be treated at the Fairfield Medical Hospital for a couple days for surgery. While there Deputy 
Hughes agreed to work a lot of over time so he could spend time with her at the hospital. 
Christopher said Deputy Hughes has offered to take her to Columbus to go out drinking cause it is 
out of the county and given her money $100.00 dollars from time to time he thought to have sex. 
He said Karlee has told him Deputy Hughes has given cigarettes to her to take back in the dorms 
before.

ALLEGATION 1 

Deputy James Hughes engaged in a relationship with a former inmate from the Fairfield County 
Jail. In violation of Standard operating procedures 2.01 


ALLEGATION 2 

Deputy James Hughes while at a residence made a threatening statement to Christopher Palmer 
that if he says anything he would get what’s coming to him. Violation of department policies and 
procedures 1.03 

ALLEGATION 3 

Deputy James Hughes provided contraband into the Fairfield County Jail while working as deputy 
for the Sheriff s Office. Violation of the Jail Standard operating procedures. 

ALLEGATION 4 

Deputy Hughes violated policies and procedures of the Fairfield County Sheriffs Office 


INTERVIEWS 


Kari M. Gumbo 

On September 12, 2012 I met with Karlee M. Cumbo at her home. I explained the purpose of my 
interview and she stated she was arrested for possession of Heroin in July 2012 and served her 
sentence in the Fairfield County Jail. During that time she while as an inmate in the Jail she was 
treated at Lancaster Hospital and Deputy Hughes guarded her for three days during that time. She 
said they became friends and talked about her family and his family and her addiction. She stated 
she was later released and was vising some friends one day at the MSMJ and ran into him and gave 
him her phone number and said to call her some time so they could hang out sometime. While at 
her brothers home Kelli, Christopher Palmer was there during this time. Kelli said that she didn’t 
hear or see Deputy Hughes threatened Christopher Palmer. Kelli said she did not have a sexual 
relationship with Deputy Hughes. A taped statement was taken. 

Den. James Hughes 

On September 12,2012 at 18:22 p.m. Lt Churchill and Myself met with Deputy James Hughes at 
the Sheriff s Office. He was explained his garrity rights and asked if he knew Karlee Cumbo. He 
said he knew her from guarding her at the Lancaster Hospital when she was an inmate. He denied 
any more than that and said he was drinking a beer with his dad at a Bar near Wyandot Street in 
Lancaster and went out to get some tobacco from his truck and saw her walking down the street. 
He said they exchanged words and he greeted her and went back to bar with his dad. He denied 
going to her house or any further relationship. We then explained to him the importance of telling 
the truth and being responsible for his actions and he then decided to tell a different story. 
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James Hughes Continued 

James stated recently he received a phone call in booking from Christopher Palmer whom said he 
had someone on the phone that wanted to talk to him. He then heard Karlee Cumbo on the phone 
talking to him. She stated she had some things she wanted to talk to him about and gave him her 
number and wanted him to call her. He then called her that evening and she was concerned her 
friends were all addicts and wanted to talk to him. He made arrangements to meet her at her 
brother’s home on Wyandot St in Lancaster Oh. He said he went to the house and was setting on 
the couch talking to her when Chris Palmer walked through the house and said something to her 
and she got mad so they both left and they drove to a CVS pharmacy for her to get some cigarettes. 

James stated Karlee and him returned to the home for a short time and just talked about her 
addiction and the problems and then he left. James said Karlee got a text from Christopher Palmer 
saying “Hey don’t worry I won’t tell anybody Hughes is hanging with you.” He stated he has 
talked and texted Karlee a couple times since they met. Deputy Hughes said he knew Karlee 
Cumbo has a felony record and admits he made a big mistake and is remorseful for this. 

A taped statement was taken. 


FINDING AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
Allegation 1 

Deputy Hughes admits he engaged in a relationship with a former inmate from the Fairfield 
County Jail. ( sustained) 

Allegation 2 

Deputy Hughes made a statement threatening Chris Palmer a witness at the residence where 
Hughes was at during the incident, (not sustained) 

Allegation 3 

Deputy Hughes provided contra band to the Fairfield County Jail while working. 

(unfounded) 

Allegation 4 

Deputy Hughes violated the standard operating procedures of the Fairfield County Jail policies and 
procedures. (sustained) 

Conclusion 

The policy and procedures of the Fairfield County Sheriffs Office clearly spell out what conduct 
each employee should adhere to as an employee. They must govern their actions and conduct in 
accordance with these procedures. In this investigation it is clear Deputy Hughes admission even 
after his initial denial he violated several sections of code of Ethics S.O.P.2.01 These violations 
weaken the safety and security of facility. Investigative packet forwarded for review to Sheriff 
Phalen.

the time that she had surgery on her foot she was at.. .she was 
uh held at the hospital; during that time um Deputy James 
Hughes came out there and tried to work as much over-time as 
possible “quote un quote” so they could be alone to spend 
alone time together. Um also there was, I was told that there 
was reference made that if she needed anything to take back 
into the jail with her to let him know. 

Voris And what things would.. .uh you referring to? 

Palmer I would presume to say that they were cigarettes. 

Voris And um did Karlee tell you or Carrie.... 

Palmer Karlee. 

Voris Karlee tell you that she’d received cigarettes before from 

Deputy Hughes? 

Palmer She said that there was cigarettes in the dorm that came from 

Hughes um she declined the cigarettes out at the hospital. 

Voris When do you think this relationship began between Deputy 

Hughes and Carrie? 

Palmer From what I’m gathering it started while she was incarcerated.

Palmer Correct. Um I Kelly and I was returning from an A A meeting, 

we walked in um James and Karlee are sitting on the couch all 
cuddled up together um they jumped up and they’re like why 
the F did you bring him here and Kelly said it’s because it’s my 
house and they said well we’re leaving um why he was walking 
out the door he made several open ended threats towards me 
about me keeping my mouth shut, if anybody found out he 
would make sure something happened to me. Um they left for 
approximately I would say two hours. Um they returned after 
that they came back to the house um we walked in one time had 
presumed that they were on the couch laying together watching 
a movie um and then Kelly and I returned approximately about 
1:30-2:00 in the morning and they were having sex on the 
couch. 

Voris Okay um how long do you think that this relationship has been 

going on? 

Palmer I would say probably since late July. 

Voris And since late July was there discussions about the use of 

Oxycotton, heroin, Percocet’s things like that uh that you are 
aware of that uh Deputy Hughes made comments about 

Palmer He made a comment to Kelly Gumbo that it was all right to us 

Opiates as a recreational drug but not a, not to be addicted to 
them. Um he made a comment that he does Perc 30’s and Just 
basically that you know it’s okay to use them just not to be 
addicted to them. 

Voris Deputy Hughes or James Hughes indicated that he uses 

Percocet 30’s?

Voris Have you ever seen him take Percocet 30 or any other 

controlled substance, drugs or alcohol?

the situation because I am on probation and I don’t want any 
kind of conflict or anything that would violate my probation. 

So I left and went next door and when uh we saw them come 
back we stayed next door and that’s when you know Kelly and 
I walked next door and observed them having uh sex on the 
couch.

Voris Give me some ideas of some of the things you talked about or discussed. 
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Cumbo Jail and my kids, his kids, uh staying clean, meetings, my sobriety 

how important it is just things like that. 

Voris Ok. Uh, so what happed after you were at the hospital? 

Cumbo Well I didn’t see him again uh like the entire time I was in jail until I got 

out, I went to go visit a friend and he was working, I gave him my phone 
number and told him if he wanted to hang out to call me, so. And then he, 
he did call and we ended up hanging out for like an hour, hour and half 
on Monday. 

Voris And where was this at? 

Cumbo My brother’s house, uh which is on Wyandotte Street, 329 Wyandotte. 

Voris What’s your brother’s name? 

Cumbo Kelly Cumbo. 

Voris Ok. Uh, what were you serving time in the County Jail for? 

Cumbo Possession of Heroin. 

Voris And that was from Officer’s that arrested you in July? 

Cumbo Yes. 

Voris Ok. Uh, while at uh Chris’s uh or while at your brother’s Kelly’s house... 

Cumbo Um hum. 

Voris .. .uh was there an individual there named Chris uh Palmer? 

Cumbo Yeah. He, he wasn’t there at first and then he showed up back with my 

brother when he came home from the store, carried groceries in. 

Voris Does James Hughes know uh, uh, Christopher Palmer? 

Cumbo I don’t know if they know each other like I don’t know if they know 

each other from jail or I don’t know. I don’t. I’m sure that they probably 
do, Chris was in jail also, so.

Voris Did he make any statements with, with the fact that made you feel that 

he was being uh or going to threaten him if he said anything? 

Cumbo No he didn’t even say anything about Chris so. 

Voris Uh, has your communication between James and you been through 

texting? 

Cumbo No, through like a phone, phone conversations so maybe one, one text 

which was me sending him my brothers address but other than that no. 

Voris Ok, and or where was he at when he received that text? 

Cumbo On his way to come see me. 

Voris Um, when you go down to the MSMJ to see visit other inmates who are 

you visiting? 

Cumbo Um, Brittany Star, is who I normally visit or Jessica Cantrell they’re I 

grew up with both of them, known them my whole life. 

Voris Ok, uh while in the uh County Jail uh did you get anything uh given to 

you by Deputy Hughes or any Deputy of the Sheriffs Office such as 
contraband of cigarettes or anything that you shouldn’t have? 

Cumbo No. Now actually uh in our dorm one night we got caught smoking and 

Hughes was the one that came in to get our tobacco from us so, no 
defiantly didn’t get anything. 

Voris Ok. Uh, is everything in this statement true and correct to the best of 

your knowledge? 

Cumbo Yes. 

Voris Is there anything else you’d like to add to this statement? 

Cumbo Uh, just that I want there; I want them to know in this recording that 

nothing was sexual between us and you’d ask me questions about that 
and it defiantly wasn’t at all (inaud), so.

Alright today’s the September 12**^, it is 6:49 PM according to my watch. Present for this 
interview is James Hughes, myself Lieutenant Tim Voris, and Lieutenant Marc Churchill. 

Voris James would you state your full name and spell your last name? 

Hughes James Donald Hughes Junior: H-U-G-H-E-S. 

Voris And you are a current at the Fairfield County Sheriffs Office? 

Hughes Yes sir. 

Voris How long have you been employed? 

Hughes Since April 21, 2012. 

Voris Ok, and you’re currently assigned to the Jail? 

Hughes Yes sir. 

Voris Ok. While working at the Jail, uh tell me about an occurrence that 

happened while working uh the other day, you got a phone call from 
uh from uh someone from the outside. 

Hughes I got a phone call from (inaud) by the name of uh Chris Palmer who 
stated that I was just the guy that he wanted to talk to and that he had 
someone who wanted to talk to me. 

Voris Ok. 

Hughes I said “ok”, he handed the phone off to a female said she was Karli Cumbo 
which is an inmate I had done duty, uh guarded out at the hospital. 

Voris Ok, and while you were working at the hospital did you develop a 
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relationship as far as you guys became friends and taking about family 
or things? 

Hughes I wouldn’t call it friends, it more of acquaintances, I, I, we, we ha—we just 
talked and you know I was there for twelve hours one day and eight hours 
the next day and (inaud) just talked. 

Voris Ok. So she’s at the hospital and you’re providing security to her? 

Hughes Um hum, yes sir. 

Voris Ok. And then what happens after that? She goes back to the MSMJ? 

Hughes Yeah, she goes back to Jail and. 

Voris And did she give you a phone number at the hospital? 

Hughes No, not at the hospital. 

Voris Ok, tell me what happened then? 

Hughes After Palmer called? 

Voris Yes. 

Hughes Palmer called and said he had someone that wanted to talk to me and it 
was her and she said she told me she had some things that she wanted to 
talk about and she gave me her number and told me to give her a call. 

Voris Ok, and uh did you give her a call? 

Hughes Yes sir. 

Voris And tell me about when you gave her a call. 

Hughes I just gave her a call, she stated that there was some issues that she wanted 
to talk about and she’d like a positive person to talk to about these issues 
and she seemed concern that all her friends were all recovering Heroin 
addicts and she really had no one to talk to. 

Voris When did you call her back? 

Hughes Uh, that night when I got off work. 
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Voirs 


Ok, and then did you guys decide to uh, to meet later on or did she 
meet you that night? 


Hughes She didn’t meet me that night, I was going home and I decided to uh 
meet later on. 

Voris Ok, so when did you meet her? 

Hughes Uh, it was Monday. 

Voris And at what time? 

Hughes Probably around 9:30, 9:00, 9:30 at night. I believe that was what it was. 

Voris And where was this at? 

Hughes , It was at a house on Wyandotte. 

Voris Does she live there? 

Hughes She said she lived there sometimes and lives at her Mom sometimes. 

Voris Tell me what happened there. 

Hughes Uh, we’s sitting in the back room, the sunroom and just sitting on the 
couch talking to her and that’s when Palmer came through.... 

Voris Walked through the house? 

Hughes ., .he walked through the back sunroom into the house. 

Voris Ok. 

Hughes Uh and she seem aggravated that he walked by I guess, she said something 
to him but I didn’t hear her. She stood up and said you want to go 
somewhere real quick and I said I guess and just got in the car and drove 
around and she ended up going to a CVS buying cigarettes and uh then 
we drove back and went back into the sunroom for just a little while and 
then I left and went home. 

Voris Ok. What did you talk about? What was so important for her to talk to you 

about? 

Hughes She just wanted to talk, she was talking about staying clean and meeting 
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and what she, what her plans were to do to stay clean and the concern 
for her being clean to raise her child and stuff of that nature. 


Voris Ok, uh talked to her since then? 

Hughes Yeah. 

Voris How often? 

Hughes Uh, she’ll text me sometimes and not very often, it’s not you know. 

Voris A couple of times? Two or three times a day? 

Hughes Two or three times, not a day, maybe two or three times total, maybe 
twice one day I’d say. 

Voris Did you talk to her today? 

Hughes Yeah, I talked to her today. 

Voris Tell me what that conversation was about? 

Hughes She said that she was at her brother’s house and that her brother had 

made her leave because himself and uh Pal—or Chris Palmer were gonna 
have girls to come over there.

I’m not someone that goes out and does 
stupid things, uh both of the Police Departments I worked at before, I have 
no discipline for anything and I was out on Patrol making split second 
decisions and I never made a decision that came back to haunt me. I’ve 
never got myself hurt or anybody else hurt with the decisions I’ve made. 

Ok. 

Uh, I was just. 

Have you talked to any other inmates outside of the Sheriffs Office 
besides her? 

Other? 

And Chris Palmer? 

No, not at all. 

Any of them you called upon the phone and just talked to about something 
going on or met with them for a beer or anything like that? 

No sir, never. 

This is the first time? 

First time sir. 

Ok. 

Last time too. 

Ok. Alright, this will conclude our interview with James Hughes. The 
time is 6:58 PM.
